A SOLEMN DUTY 


No Californian of 6ven ordinary intelligence can fail to 
appreciate the tremendous importance of next Tuesday’s elec¬ 
tion. Indifference in the situation is indefensible. Everyone 
qualified to cast a ballot should go to the polls and vote, so 
that whatever the outcome there will be a full and free ex¬ 
pression of the public will. The people will more readily accept 
the outcome under such circumstances and more willingly at¬ 
tempt to adjust themselves to it, no matter how bad it be. 

It seldom happens that ballot proposals put up to the 
people are as important in themselves as the officers to be 
chosen, but it is undoubtedly true at this election. The News 
believes that several of these proposals if adopted would be 
even more harmful than their most violent opponents predict. 
They are wild and visionary and could not but do great in¬ 
jury to the State and a great majority of Its people. The very 
fact that high pressure promoters of not too savory reputation 
have been able to get them on the ballot has attracted most 
unfavorable attention to California. More industries are badly 
needed to afford employment to the rapidly increasing popu¬ 
lation but endorsement of looney theories and confiscatory 
measures isn't going to bring them. 

Aside from immediate injurious effect of several of the 
proposals is a dangerous precedent that would be established 
by two of them. The highway authority proposed by Propo¬ 
sitions 3 and 4 would set up an autocratic bureau beyond 
reach of the legislature, the courts or the people. One of the 
greatest dangers in Proposition 25 is a provision that would 
create and set up in business a dictator beyond reach of of 
the people through any avenue. The proposal was cunningly 
drawn as to designate the very man the promoters want and 
his picture boldly published in a publication put out by these 
promoters in advance of the election. 

This newspaper believes that on the result of the elec¬ 
tion will depend whether California will go forward, or 
whether there will be a chaotic period of muddling and un¬ 
certainty that will leave the future in greatest doubt and 
during which there will be much hardship, and that because 
of this every voter should consider he is under great obliga¬ 
tion to his family and his Commonwealth to give careful 
thought to the manner in which he will help solve the prob¬ 
lems before him.

Bancroft And 
Franklin 
Visit Area 

Plain Spoken Candidates 
Refuse To Hedge On 
Issues To Gain Votes 

A caravan of 15 motor cars 
carried interested Sierra Madreans 
to Muir Tech in Pasadena Mon¬ 
day night to hear Phillip Ban¬ 
croft who has been making such 
a sensational race for the United 
States Senate and Dr. Walter 
Scott Franklin, candidate for lieu¬ 
tenant governor. It was the first 
time these plain-spoken aspirants 
for public office had been heard in 
this community and they created a 
most favorable impression. Carl 
Hinshaw, generally conceeded to 
have a good lead in the Congres¬ 
sional contest in this district, and 
T. Fenton Knight, of La Canada, 
who wants to succeed the late 
Frank G. Martin in the Assembly, 
also made short addresses. 

Mr. Bancroft, who was fre¬ 
quently interrupted by applause, 
plunged right into his subject. 

“When I was nominated, my 
political friends said I had been 
lucky to squeek through. They 
said my candid platform was al¬ 
right for the primary but now I 
would have to change my tune 
to get votes from the Democrats.” 
he said. "Well, folks, if what I 
said in July was true, then it is 
just as true in November and I 
will not change my stand for 
what I think is right. 

"I firmly believe that there 
arc enough loyal Democrats to 
elect me. The loyal Democrats 
realize that some outsiders came 
in and grabbed off the Demo¬ 
cratic nominations. I am appar¬ 
ently gaining in strength every 
day because the gamblers in San 
Francisco who quoted odds 2 to 
1 that I would be defeated, now 
quote me an even contender. 

"My opponent has been mis¬ 
quoting me at every turn. He said 
I called President Roosevelt a 
‘crack-pot.’

Seek Paving 
Of West End 
Streets 

City Engineers Ordered 
To Prepare Estimate For 
Four Avenues 

City Council has instructed the 
engineering department to pre¬ 
pare a WPA project calling for 
the paving of streets in the 
western end of the city includ¬ 
ing Mariposa, Ramona and Man- 
zanita avenues in the southwest 
area and Sunnyside avenue north 
of Grand View avenue in the 
northwest. 

It will be necessary in order to 
secure WPA approval, it was made 
plain, that property fronting on 
the various thoroughfares will 
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have to bear cost of materials to 

be used. 

The city is without funds to do 
this work on its own account, it 
was stated, nor will gas tax funds 
be available because the streets 
called for in the schedule are not 
main thoroughfares, as is re- 
i quired for improvements to be 
J made with gas tax allotments. It 
was explained that East Grand 
\ iew' avenue has just been paved 
with gas tax money because it Is 
considered a main artery, having 
been approved by the regional 
planning commission as a main 
highway eventually to extend 
i along the mountainside from 
Pasadena through the foothills. 
Also it was explained that no 
part of the money secured from 
the Metropolitan Water District 
for u se of Grand View avenue by 
its tunnel had been applied to 
paving of the thoroughfare, this 
money having gone into the city’s 
general fund for general expenses.

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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
ABOUT PROPOSITION NO. 1 


Is it true that the right of col¬ 
lective bargaining is denied? 

No. It is expressly sanctioned 
and protected. 

Is it true that strikes are pro¬ 
hibited ? 

No. To strike is a right estab¬ 
lished by all the courts of the 
land. This law cannot and does 
not attempt to interfere with 
this right. 

Is it true that the right of 
workers to organize is denied? 

No. It is an expressly recog¬ 
nized right. 

Is it true that all boycotting 

is prohibited? 

No. Only secondary boycotting 
is made unlawful. A secondary 
boycott is a boycott against one 
person to compel him to boycot 
some other person with whom he 
has no quarrel. Secondary boy¬ 
cotting incidentally is unlawful in 
all the states of the union except 
three. California is one of the 
three. 

Is it true that two or more 
persons are in danger of convic¬ 


tion of unlawful conspiracy pun¬ 
ishable by fine and imprisonment, 
if they agree to request citizens 
| to buy American goods and not 
! patronize or work for merchants 
who sell foreign goods, or to re¬ 
frain from patronizing price fix¬ 
ing monopolies that charge ex¬ 
orbitant prices, or to buy goods 
j at a store paying low wages ? 

No. Thhe law prescribes that 
j it shall be interpreted in conform- 
I ity with the declared policy of 
the state as set forth in that law. 
Reasoning ultra-technically the 
conclusion might be reached that 
I if two persons, sitting at a lunch- 
! eon, agree not to purchase the 
; products of some establishment 
! or other they are guilty of vio¬ 
lation of the anti-trust laws of 
the nation which have been in 
force for many years. Somewhat 
similar absurd eventualities are 
being seriously urged as a pro¬ 
found objection to Proposition 
, No. 1. 

Is it true that this law would 
deprive the citizen of the right of 


! free speech (which could not be 
accomplished if attempted, be¬ 
cause as everyone knows it is a 
\ right guaranteed by the Constitu¬ 
tions of the United States and 
California) ? 

Emphatically no. But it is a 
1 fact that people now are fre¬ 
quently so intimidated by coer- 
] cive practices in labor affairs 
that they fear to speak with 
j freedom. That being so, one of 
the main objectives of this law is 
j to prevent in employment rela- 
! tion3 coercion from any source 
i whatsoever. Thus Proposition No. 

1 protects the right of every per- 
I son to freedom of speech, opin- 
i ion and action.
